Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative stated that the generation of a dual 
specificity antibody, as opposed to a bi-specific antibody, was not generally contemplated in the art. Applicant's 
representative stated that Lugar provides no motivation to generate not-fully mouse versions of the antibody described 
by Lugar and that Lugar merely states that the antibody could be used in assays. Applicant's representative stated that 
Lugar did not suggest a therapeutic use or suggest that the antibody be rendered not fully mouse. With respect to the 
rejection of the claims as lacking enablement commensurate with their scope, Applicant's representative stated that 
Applicant's disclosure of non-working embodiments was held against Applicant, and further requested clarification as to 
how many successes need be described for the invention to be considered to be fully enabled. Examiner Andres 
stated that Lugar in fact taught an antibody with the desired binding characteristics and what was required was 
motivation to humanize or otherwise alter it. It was the Examiners' position that intereukin 1 is a well known pro- 
inflammatory molecule and it would be obvious to the artisan to generate a therapeutically useful antibody. It was also 
the Examiners' position that Lugar need not state that it would be advantageous to use the antibody therapeutically and 
to generate not fully mouse versions; since the role of interleukin 1 was not only stated by Lugar, but well known in the 
art, as was the optimization of antibodies for therapeutic use. With respect to the enablement issue, it was the 
Examiners' position that Applicant had not described the genus of epitopes needed to generate dual specificity 
antibodies since neither relevant characteristics nor a sufficient number of embodiments were provided; Applicant has 
disclosed only one that can be used. It was explained by BPS Reynolds that there was no set rule for the number of 
embodiments that need be disclosed; what is required is sufficient information to describe the genus that must be used

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative stated that the rejection of the claims 
under 35 U.S.C. 103 was improper because there was no motivation to humanize the antibody of Lugar and further no 
motivation to generate a dual specificity antibody. Applicant's representative further stated that extensive 
experimentation to generate antibodies is routine in the art and that Appicant's disclosure of non-working 
embodiments was held against Applicant. The Examiners' position was that the antibody taught by Lugar inhibits the 
activity of a known pro-inflammatory agent, interleukin 1 , and that it would be obvious to the artisan to humanize the 
antibody for therapeutic use. Examiner Andes also stated that no motivation was required to produce a dual specificity 
antibody, since Lugar had already done so. With respect to enablement, Examiner Andres explained that of the four 
peptides'used in an attempt to genenerate an antibody with the desired properties, three had failed, and thus Applicant 
was not in possesion of the epitopes needed to produce the antibodies as broadly claimed . 
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
